CHINA WAR LOSSES HEAVY 


Hundred Villages Depopulated as Scores of Men, 
W omen andChildren Die in Firing 


FOOCHOW, Jan. 18. ()—The Cantonese war machine that rolled over 
Fukien Province in the southerners’ campaign to control all China caused 
severe suffering to civilians, who still are counting their losses.

From the district south of Foo-4d 
chow, which saw the heaviest fight- 
ing as Sun Chuan-Fang’s troops re- 
sisted the invaders, accounts were 
received of the virtual depopulation 
of nearly 100 villages, which had con- 
tained about 70,000 inhabitants. Here 
the northern troops were dilleted 
while they awaited the southern on- 
slaught, and their domineering and 
cruel tectics caused nearly the whole 
population to take refuge in neigh- 
boring hills or in the city of Foo- 
chow. The refugees told stories of 
many executions and muti- 
lations of civilians. 

In one village the townspeople rose 
against their northern “defenders” 
and joined with bandit groups of the 
district to attack the soldiers. Sixty 
villagers were Killed in a battle Jn 
which twenty soldiers also died. 

Civilians also suffered heavily in 
the actual clashes of the rival armies. 
Men, women and children were killed 
by combatants’. bullets, houses were 
fred and wrecked, and crops were 
ruined by soldier vandals when sup- 
plies were not reedily forthcoming.
